The  Dummer  Dramatic  Club  opened 
the  dramatic  season  in  a  blaze  of 
glory  on  January  23  with  the  presen- 
tation of  two  one  act  plays  "Moon- 
shine" and  "Trash."  Due  to  the 
basketball  game  in  Rhode  Island  and 
the  numerous  weekenders  the  open- 
ing night  was  attended  by  a  depleted 
representation  of  the  student  body. 
"Moonshine"  which  was  given  first 
disclosed  two  excellent  actors  in 
Griggs  and  Pickering  and  proved  the 
more  entertaining  by  a  slight  margin. 
The  theme  concerned  a  Kentucky 
moonshiner  who  had  captured  a  rev- 
enue officer  and  had  brought  him  to 
his  cabin  prior  to  the  lynching.  The 
mountaineer  happens  to  mention  the 
fate  that  is  awaiting  Jim  Dunn  an- 
other revenue  officer.  The  bulk  of 
the  dialogue  is  then  taken  over  by  the 
condemned  man  who  tells  of  the 
number  of  times  he  has  contemplated 
suicide,  but  fearing  unknown  conse- 
quences he  wishes  someone  alse  to 
do  it.  He  has  employed  no  end  of 
methods,  and  at  last  his  wish  is  to  be 
gratified.  But  the  old  mountaineer 
suddenly  finds  himself  conscience- 
smiten  and  releases  the  man  only  to 
find  in  the  next  five  minutes  that  he 
has  been  outwitted  again  bv  the  clev- 
er Jim  Dunn.  The  minutest  details 
of  the  scenerv  were  ably  taken  care 
of  and  a  more  realistic  shack  was 
never  seen   on  the  amateur   stage. 

"Trash"  depicted  an  epic  in  the 
life  of  a  philosophical  old  New  York 
tramo  who  saved  a  bov,  about  to 
start  on  a  career  of  crime  and  sent 
him  home  to  his  parents.  A  bit  of 
comedy  is  introduced  in  this  by  a 
burly  Irish  con  who  is  evidently 
familiar  with  the  ways  and  wiles  of 
hoboes.  The  acting  in  this  play  was 
excellent. 

The  school  orchestra  made  their 
initial  appearance  and  performed  be- 
fore the  acts  and  during  intermis- 
sion. Two  humorous  speeches  were 
delivered  between  the  acts  by  "Jerry" 
May  and  Stuart  MacKenzie.  The 
presentation  of  these  plays  would 
not  have  been  possible  but  for  the 
guiding  and  industrious  hand  of  Mr. 
Lehmann.  Mr.  Jarvis  lent  a  willing 
hand  at  painting  the  scenery  and  de- 
serves a  great  deal  of  credit.
